famo u s relic. 
Mo re than 2,380,000 v isito rs 
p ro bably to u ched the Liberty 
Bell last y ear. 
"We p ro v ide so that they 
can to u ch it, and a scientific 
stu dy has indicated that there 
wo n’t be any wear o n the 
bell," said Chester L. Bro o ks, 
su p erintendent 
o f 
Indep en­ 
dence 
N atio nal 
H isto ric 
Parks which inclu des Inde­ 
p endence Hall and o ther co n­ 
nected sites o f antiq u ity . 
Many v isito rs giv e it a rap 
with their knu ckles and get a lit­ 
tle ringing so u nd. Bu t rangers 
keep alert fo r the o ccasio nal 
v isito r who tries to swing o n it. 
Mrs. Lo u ise Bo ggs, a tall, 
so ft-sp o ken black wo man, has 
to clean o ff lo ts o f sticky finger­ 
p rints left by lo llip o p ho lders. A 
lo t o f bu bble gu m is left aro u nd 
Indep endence 
Hall, to o , 
bu t 
nev er o n the bell, say s Mrs. 
Bo ggs, who ev ery m o rning 
abo u t 8 :30 go es o v er the famo u s 
relic with a dam p cheeseclo th. 
Besides an English narra­ 
tio n by Walter Cro nkite, there 
are tap e translatio ns o f the 
bell’s 
histo ry 
in 
six 
lan­ 
gu ages, F rench, Sp anish, 
German, Ru ssian, Italian and 
Jap anese. 
The Jap anese seem to stand 
in sp ecial awe o f the bell, say s 
Su p erintendent Bro o ks. When 
the Jap anese translatio n begins 
they bo w to ward the relic. 
Occasio nally , 
emo tio nalism 
sp ills o v er aro u nd the bell. 
When Ho Chi Minh died, anti­ 
war dem o nstrato rs ap p ro ached 
the bell with rice and flo wers to 
ho no r the No rth Vietnamese 
leader. Befo re a p ro tester go t to 
it, a co nserv ativ ely dressed, 
middle-aged man kicked a bo wl 
o f rice fro m a dem o nstrato r’s 
hands 
The fo llo wing day , a co u n­ 
ter gro u p p erfo rmed a cleans­ 
ing ceremo ny . Two m iniskirt­ 
ed 
blo ndes 
sy m bo lically 
wip ed the bell clean. The 
Indep endence Hall staff is to l­ 
erant o f p ro testers as lo ng as 
they behav e. "After all, the 
bell belo ngs to them, to o ,” ex ­ 
p lained an emp lo y e. 
Co ntrary to p o p u lar legend, 
the bell’s significance was no t 
reco gnized du ring, and fo r lo ng

after, the rev o lu tio n. Then in 
the early 1800s, p o etry help ed 
sp ark the great v eneratio n that 
has gro wn o v er the y ears. And 
the slav ery abo litio nists p o p u ­ 
larized the bell as their sy mbo l. 
It was mo st certainly ru ng to 
mark the p u blic reading o f the 
Declaratio n o f Indep endence o n 
Ju ly 8 ,17 7 6 Bu t it was to lled fo r 
v ery o rdinary ev ents, and fires. 
It was ju st a wo rking bell. 
In 1772, there was ev en a 
"p etitio n fro m div ers inhabi­ 
tants o f the city o f Philadel­ 
p hia, liv ing near the State 
Ho u se, setting fo rth that they 
are mu ch inco mmo ded and 
distressed by the to o -freq u ent 
ringing o f the great bell. . .” 
The bell cracked in 1752 so o n 
after its arriv al fro m a fo u ndry 
in Whitechap el, Lo ndo n, which 
still o p erates. Two American 
w o rkm en, P ass 
and Sto w, 
recast the bell twice. On Ju ly 8, 
1835, acco rding to traditio n— 
ex actly 59 y ears after it p ealed 
fo r indep endence— it cracked 
again while to lling fo r the fu ­ 
neral o f Chief Ju stice Jo hn M ar­ 
shall. It was retired u ntil Feb. 
23, 1846 , when it was attem p ted 
to ring it o n Washingto n’s birth­ 
day anniv ersary . The crack 
widened and it was silenced fo r­ 
ev er. 
Last y ea r, P hila d e lp hia ’s 
Pro crastinato rs Clu b o f Am er­ 
ica, an o rganizatio n that de­ 
lights in tardy hu mo r, went to 
the o riginal Lo ndo n fo u ndry to 
co mp lain abo u t the defectiv e 
bell . The 49 m em bers each go t a 
glass o f sherry and a p o lite 
bru sho ff fro m the bellm akers 
who blam ed ‘‘ig no rant co ­ 
lo nials” fo r the crack. 
Since 
then, 
the 
English 
fo u ndry has decided to cast 
2,400 rep licas to sell at $876 
ap iece to Americans cele­ 
brating the Bicentennial. 
The bell has been sent o u t o f 
Philadelp hia a nu mber o f times, 
first to hide it fro m the British 
who had a habit o f melting bells 
fo r canno n. It was disp lay ed at 
a nu mber o f imp o rtant ex hibi­ 
tio ns aro u nd the natio n in the 
late 1800s and early this cen­ 
tu ry . The last time it left the 
hall was in 19 17 to be hau led 
thro u gh Philadelp hia fo r war 
bo nds camp aign. 
In 
19 6 4, 
ex p erts said 
it 
co u ldn't safely be taken to the 
New Yo rk Wo rld’s Fair be­ 
cau se o f fissu res in the metal. 
" It’s against the p resent p o l­ 
icy to mo v e it o u t o f the 
p ark,” said Su p erintendent 
Bro o ks. 
Bro o ks sees a sp ecial histo ri­ 
cal significance in the crack in 
the bell where p eo p le like to p u t 
their fingers. He senses a sy m ­ 
bo lic link between the fissu re 
and the great issu es that hav e 
sp lit 
America fro m co lo nial 
times, thro u gh the Civ il War to 
the p resent.

WASHINGTON (AP> - Pres­ 
ident Nix o n's Co u ncil o f Eco ­ 
no mic Adv isers was to ld to 
make no co mment o n Ju ne’s 
u nemp lo y ment figu res, which 
sho wed the jo bless rate dro p ­ 
p ing to 5.6 p er cent. 
When a sp o kesman fo r the 
co u ncil was asked fo r co mment 
after the rep o rt was released 
Friday , he said, “Can’t.” Only 
Labo r Secretary Jam es D. Ho d­ 
gso n was au tho rized to sp eak, 
he said. 
The jo bless rate sho wed its 
steep est decline since No v em­ 
ber 19 6 1. bu t p art o f the retreat 
fro m M ay ’s 6 .2 p er cent jo bless 
rate was attribu ted to statistic­ 
al facto rs. 
While the jo bless rate was go ­ 
ing do wn, the nu mber o f Amer­ 
icans o u t o f wo rk climbed by 
1.1 millio n o v er May to 5.5 mil­ 
lio n, highest in 10 y ears. 
The three-man co u ncil has 
cu sto m arily co mmented o n eco ­ 
no mic statistics in the p ast. 
There was no ex p lanatio n why 
it had been to ld to refrain fro m 
co mment this mo nth. 
The Nix o n administratio n has 
named 
Treasu ry 
Secretary 
Jo hn B Co nnally as its chief 
eco no mic sp o kesman. Co nnally 
was o u t o f to wn Friday , so 
Ho dgso n ap p eared at the White 
Ho u se to co mment o n the Ju ne 
rep o rt.

He did the sam e fo r the sec­ 
o nd o v ersho e. 
When he reached Belgium, 
the 
G erm ans 
im m ed iately 
po unced o n his suitcase and un­ 
wrapped the o v ersho es, care­ 
fully inspecting them to see if 
any secret no tes were hidden in 
any slits in the rubber so les. 


Finding no thing, the Germans 
encased tho se o v ersho es in the 
sam e Lo ndo n papers, which the 
Germans had igno red as being 
merely 
co nv enient 
wrapping 
paper.

His victory last 
year started the Russians to a 
122-114 victory, only their sec­ 
ond in nine U.S.-Soviet meets. 
Dr. Delano Meriwether of 
Baltimore, who finished fourth 
Friday, and Green were the top 
two 100-yard dash finishers in 
last week’s Amateur Athletic 
Championships.
